American Suffragette Does Not 
Think Miss Davison Was 
Martyr to Cause 

OPPOSED TO VIOLENCE 

TO SECURE THE VOTE 


Northern Pacific Touches One Hundred and Five Depressing 
Others Where Losses Were From One to Two and Five- 
Eighths; London Has Drop in Americans 


Proud That Men of Four 
States Did Not Need 
Clubbing 


Seattle, June 10.—Miss Emily Davi¬ 
son. the militant suffragette who died 
Sunday in England as a result of in¬ 
juries sustained when she threw her¬ 
self in front of the King’s horse at 
the running of the classic Derby last 
Wednesday, is not a martyr to the 
cause of freedom, as applied to equal 
suffrage. Her death la to be regretted 
but she was a foolish woman. 

This is the very Arm conviction of-j 
Mrs. May Arkwright Hutton, of Spo¬ 
kane. one of the most active and best-, 
known suffragettes in the state. Mrs. j 
Ilutton, who was prominent in the 
fight to obtain woman’s suffrage In 
Washington and who was a conspicu¬ 
ous figure in the national Democratic 
convention In Baltimore, to which she 
went as a delegate-at-large, is at Se¬ 
attle. 

“Mr. Davidson's death is very sad.” 
Mrs. Hutton said, “but I do not be¬ 
lieve she was a martyr to anything 
except the silly Idea that the only way 
men can be made to do things is by 
beating them over the head with a 
club or destroying their property. 
Violence does not become women, no 
matter what the cause, and the club 
and Uft torch are not their weapons. 
What Miss Davison hoped to gain by 
casting herself before that horse Is 
more than I can understand. 

“However, I do not live In England, 
and perhaps am not qualified to say 
what methods are required to persuade 
Englishmen to give the women the bal¬ 
lot But this I know I am proud that 
the men of Washington. Idaho. Cali¬ 
fornia and Oregon, where I had the 
toonor to add my quota of endeavor to 
whe cause, did not need militant tactics 
tb convince them of the justice of equal 
suffrage. When Mrs. Pankhurst was 
in the West she wired The In 8pokane. 
saying she would give a series of lec¬ 
tures for $1,000. Nothing doing. I 
would rather have given her that sum 
to remain away. Washington does not 
need her." 

Mrs. Hutton believes the American 
women who ore endeavoring to assist 
the militants In their campaign in Eng¬ 
land are plain, ordinary “buttinskys. ’ 
and that their mission in reality Is at 
home, instead of abroad. 

“There is plenty of reform work 
for them here in the suffrage line.” she 
declared. “Equal suffrage now obtains 
In ten states of the Union. It is self- 
evident that there are many others to 
be reformed. I do believe, however, 
that within the next ten years the 
women will have the right to vote 
everywhere in this country." 

During the national convention of 
the suffragists in Seattle four years 
ago Mrs. Hutton and a large number 
of delegates from Eastern Washington, 
who found ready sympathisers hare, 
indulged In a battle royal with the 
suffrage legions commanded by Emma 
Smith Devoe. the then president of the 
Washington State Equal Suffrage As¬ 
sociation. There was heavy and de¬ 
structive firing on both sides during 
the struggle, the fight ending in a vic¬ 
tory for Mrs. Devoe when she succeed¬ 
ed in locking the Hutton delegates and 
their friends in an ante-room In the 
old Plymouth Congregational church, 
where the session^ were held. With 
the opposition all In captivity. Mrs. 
Devoe had herself re-elected to the 
presidency. 

Mrs. Hutton who. tn her own words. 
Is a Democrat first, last and all the 
time, and a Bryan man (no. she said 
“man)” who believes the Nebraskan 
has earned the right to be president, 
also has views on land ownership bp 
aliens and the commission form of 
government for cities. She was vice- 
chairman of the Washington delega¬ 
tion to Baltimore. Will Merritt was 
chairman. Both are sizable enough 
to make the ordinary scales groan. 

“I am very jealous of state’s rights,” 
she asserted, “and I believe that In the 
alien problem, which Is being talked 
about yet, California, In common with 
her sister commonwealths, has the 
right and should be allowed to mind 
her own business. I have passed five 
or six winters in California and I know 
that Californians understand the con¬ 
ditions and the situation In their own 
date a great deal better than anyone 
outside. 

I am a strong advocate of the com¬ 
mission form of government. In Spo¬ 
kane—and after the women’s first 
chance to vote there, mind you—the 
municipal government Is managed by 
five commissioners who select a mayor. 
Now. I think Portland, where there 
was an election recently, has found an 
Improvement on the 8pokane scheme 
because they have their commissioner! 
while the people elect their mayor di¬ 
rect. The commission form of gov¬ 
ernment concentrate* the responsibil¬ 
ity, as It were, and brings out that 
which la worth while. What is every¬ 
body's business is nobody's business.” 


Washington. June 10.—The state of 
Minnesota yesterday won a substan¬ 
tial victory in the Supreme Court 
when, in the Minnesota "state rate case. 
Justice Hughes, for the court, held 
that the rates of the Minneapolis and 
St. Louis Railroad were confiscatory 
and unconstitutional, but that . the 
rates imposed on the Northern Pacific 
and Great Northern were valid. 

The decision was a victory for the 
state on the Interstate commerce 
phases of the controversy, and upon 
the confiscatory features with the ex¬ 
ception of the portion affecting the 
Minnesota and St. Louts. 


New York, June 10.—Wall street’s In¬ 
terpretation of the effect on railroads 
of the Minnesota rate decision, was 
shown at the opening of the stock mar¬ 
ket to-day when railroad stocks slump¬ 
ed badly. The HUI stocks directly con¬ 
cerned were the heaviest sufferers, but 
virtually all stocks fell to the lowest 
level of the year, with losses extendtng 
to more than four points. 

The opening of the market was the

signal for excited selling. In the first 
downward rush large blocks of stocks 
were marketed. Northern Pacific broke 
414 points to 105. Other railroad stocks 
were depressed sharply, losses ranging 
from 1 to 2 S-«. 

The slump in railroad shares caused 
sympathetic depression through the 
rest of the market. Among the indus¬ 
trials, the heaviest selling was In 
United States Steel, which broke 1% at 
the opening, when a single block of 
5,000 shares were sold. Large support¬ 
ing orders bad been distributed before 
the opening of the market. After ten 
minutes of trading the market grew 
steadier and recovered part of the 
early losses. 

Severe decline of American stocks in 
London before the opening here gave 
warning of what was to be expected. 

Violent liquidation again swept the 
market tn the early afternoon. High- 
priced railroad stocks were the chief 
sufferers. Northern Pacific broke TV4. 
Great Northern preferred, 7; Lehigh 
Valley, <14; and the standard stocks 
generally from 2 to 5 points.

Washlngton, D. C.. June W.—Porter 
Charlton must return to Italy to an¬ 
swer the charge of having murdered 
his wife in June. 1910, at Lake Como. 
The Supreme Court so decided to-day. 

Justice Lurton began delivering the 
Supreme Court’s opinion as soon as 
the court assembled. He said first 
that no error had been committed in 
excluding evidence of insanity at the 
habeas corpus proceedings in the lower 
court, and that no error was commit¬ 
ted In making the formal demand for 
Charlton because it was not neces¬ 
sary to the demand at the extradition 
hearing. 

After discussing the insanity plea) 
the justice took up the main point in! 
the case, whether under the treaty of] 
1868 an American cltlsen could be ex¬ 
tradited to Italy for a crime committed 
there, principally since Italy will not 
extradite its subjects for crimes here. 
The refusal to surrender citizens for 
extradition, the justice said, was of 
modern origin. Some of the American 
treaties provided, he said, that cltisens 
shall not be extradited, while others 
are silent 

“The conclusion is,** said Justice 
Lurton. “that this government, making 
exception In some treaties that It 
would extradite Its citizens, shows It 
was fully aware that there was no 
exception In favor of citizens In other 
treaties where the exception was not 
made, as the treaty with Italy.** 

He pointed out that It was conceded 
thit crimes committed In Italy were 
not justifiable In the United 8tates. 
so if extradition were not granted the 
criminals would go unpunished. Crimes 
committed In the United States, he 
added, were justifiable In Italy. Ac¬ 
cording to International law, he held 
that the treaty by reason of Italy's 
course had not become void, but mere¬ 
ly voidable at the option of the Ameri¬ 
can government. The executive de¬ 
partment having waived Its right to 
annul the treaty, the justice conclud¬ 
ed, nothing remained for the court to 
do but to enforce Its decision. 

Charlton has been a prisoner In the 
Hudson county. N. J., jail nearly three 
years, while the fight for his extra¬ 
dition has been going on. The 8u- : 
preme Court's decision to-day affirms 
the action of former Secretary Knox, 
who determined to turn Charlton over 
to Italy. The prisoner now probably 
will be turned over to Italian au¬ 
thorities after the observance of a few 
formalities. Charlton's father, who 
conducted a gallant fight for his son. 
Was a former United States judge for 
Porto Rico and a classmate of former 
President Taft. 

ASSOCIATION ENDORSEO. 

Toronto, June 10.—The boards of 
trade throughout the province are un¬ 
animously agreed In endorsing the 
Canadian Manufacturers' Association 
In Investigating the steamship rates. 
The boards In Halifax, Saskatoon, 
Belleville, and other towns all express 
themselves In favor of a commission 
being formed to investigate the exces¬ 
sive osean rates. 


Edmonton. Alta.. June 10.—At to¬ 
day’s session of the Canadian Woman's 

Press Club an amendment to the con¬ 
stitution was brought in by the Winni¬ 
peg club regarding the admission of a' 
new member. The amendment Is to 
the effect that any woman who has 
been regularly employed as a paid I 
writer on the staff of a newspaper is 
eligible for membership on the written 
endorsement of two active members of 
a club. In the case of magazine writ¬ 
ers it was moved that not only must 
the applicant have written at least six, 
page articles, but her name must have 
the endorsatlon of ten journalists of 
whom half must be active newspaper 
women. 

A number of delegates argued that 
such an amendment was not only un¬ 
usual but unfair to the struggling 
magazine writers. Oh the other hand 
there was those who contended that 
the association was primarily an asso¬ 
ciation for newspaper women and that 
the balance of power should be kept 
with them. There was no objection to 
the first part but the meeting arriving 
at no decision on the latter part It was 
left over to be decided to-day. 

The banquet tendered last evening 
was a brilliant affair, fully 250 people 
being present. 

Following the .reception the pro¬ 
gramme was commenced with the 
mayor acting as chairman. Seated on 
the raised platform in the centre of the 
hall were Lieut.-Governor Bulyea. 
Mayor and Mrs. Short, Miss Margaret 
MacMurchy, Mrs. Arthur Murphy, Geo. 
Ham, and Cy. Warm an. Mrs. Mur¬ 
phy's address was a splendid tribute to 
the men of the old days, the swash¬ 
bucking man who had come across the 
seas to the new land and In the great 
west had opened up trails and blazed 
paths for others to foUow. The mayor 
and the governor-general were among 
the speakers.

Dr. Herridge Suggests Syndi¬ 
cate of Presbyterian 
Millionaires 


UNION NEXT YEAR OR 

NEGOTIATIONS CLOSE 


Toronto, Ont, June 10.—In the pro¬ 
ceedings of the general assembly of 
the Presbyterian church to-day the 
announcement was made that Rev. Dr. 
Charles Gordon, of Winnipeg, had 
given $10,000 to the aged and Infirm 
ministers* fund. The entire forenoon 
was given over to consideration of this 
fund. J. K. Macdonald, Toronto, mak¬ 
ing an address In presenting his an¬ 
nual statement 

Dr. Gordon spoke earnestly of the 
duty of the denomination to make ade¬ 
quate provision for the aged servants 
of the churoh and Rev. Dr. O. B. Wil¬ 
son and Rev. Dr. A. O. Sinclair, both 
of Winnipeg, urged that changes 
should be made in the method of ad¬ 
ministration so that all the ministers 
of the denomination should share in 
the benefits. 

Rev. Dr. Herridge. of Ottawa, sug¬ 
gested that a syndicate of Presbyterian 
millionaires should be formed to do for 
Presbyterian ministers what the Car¬ 
negie fund was doing for the teachers 
in the universities. 

A change was made to-day in the 
method of receiving the reports from 
the colleges. Io former years theee 
reports were presented directly to the 
assembly tn a swies of add r es s es . 
There are no# eight theological col¬ 
leges tn the denootnatloa. and there 
Is no time to bear from all tn the reg¬ 
ular sessions this year. For the first 
time all the colleges will report to a 
committee of which Rev. Dr. John 
Forest, of Halifax, is the chairman. 

The debate on union is proceeding 
this afternoon. Much Interest Is taken 
in the statement made by the Rev. Dr. 
Carman In Montreal yesterday, to the 
effect that if union was not consum¬ 
mated next year the general conference 
of the Methodist church would call off 
the negotiations. 

WHALESWERESEEN 
IN BURRARD INLET 


Canoeists at English Bay Say 
Forty Swimming Along 
Shore Line 

MADE NOISES LIKE 

OLD PADDLE STEAMER 


Vancouver. June 10.—Making a sound 
like the churning of an old paddle 
wheel steamer, a school of about forty 
whales left Burrard Inlet last night, 
passing through the First Harrows and 
proceeding along through English Bay 
close to the Kltstlano and Point Grey 
shore lines, say canoeists who were out 
at 10 o'clock. 

Practically every one of the canoe¬ 
ing party on the water at the time 
heard and saw the whales. They were 
quite certain of the Identity of the 
huge objects they saw awkwardly dis¬ 
porting themselves in the water. The 
whales were first heard going through 
the narrows and later, in but a few 
minutes, the canoeists ooufd see them 
In the moonlight. They sttuck out for 
Kitsllano in almost a bee line and then 
turned west towards the more open J 
waters of the gulf. The swells made 
by the members of the school were 
almost equal to those of a good-sized 
•boat, such as one of the Princesses. 

SLEPT WHILE FIRE 

BURNED ROUND HIM 

Tacoma, June 10.—While a score of 
other roomers fled frantically to the 
street In their nightclothes, George 
Scott, a railroad engineer, whose 
apartment waa In such danger that the 
heat of the flames ruined his window, 
slept peacefully through a $15,000 fire 
In the Hotel Sterling building this 
morning. The fire started at the bot¬ 
tom of the elevator shaft and filled 
the structure with smoke. Scott's 
room was next to the elevator shaft 
and a squad of firemen worked for 
minutes with axes outside his door, 
but Scott slept until it waa all ovsr. 
The principal loss was suffered by a 
furniture store on the An* floor. 


Belgrade, June 10.—Peace or war be¬ 
tween Bulgaria and Servia will be 
definitely decided upon within two or 
three days, aoeording to an announce¬ 
ment made here to-day. The Servian 
minister of war made the statement 
that the negotiations that have been 
going on between the two nations 
would eventuate either way in the time 
mentioned. He asserts the present dif¬ 
ficult situation will soon be ended, 
but that it depends upon the outcome 
of the present negotiations whether 
war or peace will result. 

A serious phase of the situation be¬ 
tween Ihe two countries Is the abso¬ 
lute stoppage of all railway communi¬ 
cation between Servia and Bulgaria. 
This, apart from its warlike aspect Is 
having serious results temporarily 
upon the Industrial centres. That there 
may be war In sight and perhaps al¬ 
ready arranged is an aspect of the 
case assumed by certain Servian news¬ 
papers In which It Is announced that 


the Servian minister to Bulgaria is 
about to leave Sofia. 

The Servian cabinet to-day decided 
to send a formal note to the King of 
Bulgaria asking the government at 
Sofia to arrange for a meeting of the 
premiers of the two countries. This 
step Is taken to mean that if It is pos¬ 
sible war will be averted, and that 
Servia will exhaust all her diplomatic 
resources before dragging the country 
and her opponent Into an unfortunate 
War. 

London, June 10.—Many Servians 
were killed in a serious encounter be¬ 
tween Servian and Bulgarian troops 
near the small town of Makres. Hews 
of the encounter came In a special dis¬ 
patch to the Belgrade Mail Journal 
forwarded here. - 

Further conflicts are expected In the 
same vicinity as the Servians on Mon¬ 
day sent a note to thp Bulgarian com¬ 
mander giving him until 7 o’clock In 
the evening to evacuate the town of 
Volodan. falling which the Servian 
general declared he would bombard 
Istip, now occupied by the Bulgarians.

Washington. D. C. June M.-Ai In¬ 
terpreted by It. the Supreme Court to-1 
day upheld the constitutionality of the 
newspaper publLsiiy tow* enacted as a 
part of the Postal Appropriation Act 
of 1912. 

The particular section attacked was 
to bar every newspaper and periodi¬ 
cal from the malls unless the editors 
or owners filed with the postal au¬ 
thorities semi-annual sworn state¬ 
ments giving the names of the edi¬ 
tors. owners, stockholders and bond¬ 
holders and the average daily circu¬ 
lation and thereafter Immediately pub¬ 
lished the statement. It also forbade, 
under penalty of a fine, the publica¬ 
tion of paid-for articles without mark¬ 
ing them "Advertisement.” A bitter 
fight was made against the law. 

The Journal of Commerce and Com¬ 
mercial Bulletin of New York led the 
opposition. It sought to have the 
United 8tates District Court for south¬ 
ern New York enjoin the postmaster- 
genera! from enforcing the act on the 
ground that it was unconstitutional. 
The objection then raised was that the 
law abridged the freedom of the press 
by seeking to regulate the newspaper 
business. The government defended 
the law as a regulation of the use of 
the second-class mall provisions. The 
New York court sustained the validity 
of the law In this case, as it did that 
brought by the Lewis Publishing Com¬ 
pany of New York. It is said that the 
law affects more than 26.000 publica¬ 
tions in tile United States. * 

Chief Justice White Interpreted the 
objectionable regulation as being not 
a restriction of the freedom of the 
press. 

The court declared further that the 
requirement that newspapers should 
disclose their true owners was In line 
with the "great public purpose which 
Induced congress to continue In favor 
of the publishers of newspapers, at 
vast public expense, the low postal 
rate as well as other privileges ac¬ 
corded by the second-class mall clas¬ 
sification.” 

MURDERED WITH AXE 

DURING THE NIGHT 

Harrisonvilie, Mo., June 10.—Arthur 
Keller, a it 11 way employee living here, 
was murdered with an axe in his home 
laat - night and his seven-year-old 
daughter was seriously wounded. A 
blow aimed at Mrs. Keller struck the 
side of the bed and. awakened her. 

Mrs. Keller said she leaped from the 
bed and struggled with the murderer, 
driving him from the house, and then 
gave the alarm to her neighbors. 

NEW COPPER FURNACE 
AT THE TRAIL SMELTER 

Nelson, B.', C„ June 10.—The new 
copper furnace at Trail smelter, the 
most modern In Canada, was blown In 
this morning and Increases the capa¬ 
city of the plant by four hundred and 
fifty tons of ore dally. Improvements 
destined to make handling of ore more 
economical, notably a feed system by 
which five cars of ore are drawn by 
an electric locomotive dally into the 
furnace are part of the addition to the 
plant 


Washington, D. C.. Jons 19.—Investi¬ 
gation of the Interests of American 
beef packers In the cattle Industry of 
Argentina was sought' In a resolution 
Introduced by Representative O’Shaugh- 
nessy, of Rhode Island, who asked the 
House to direct Secretary Bryan to re¬ 
port on the development of American 
corporations or interests there since 
1905. The resolution waa referred to 
the foreign affairs committee. 

Representative Aawell, of Louisiana, 
Introduced a bill to-day to separate 
white government clerks and em¬ 
ployees from negroes. It would pro¬ 
vide that while there shall be no dis¬ 
crimination In favor of or against em¬ 
ployees of equal efllciency on account 
of race, white clet-ks shall not be re¬ 
quired to occupy the same offices in 
the government departments with ne¬ 
groes, nor to be under orders of ne¬ 
groes, except that In cases of emer¬ 
gency white clerks jn the railway mall 
service shall not have to serve in the 
same mall car with negro clerks. 

Democrats of the senate finance oom- 
mlttee met to-day to consider changes 
In the tariff bill proposed by sub¬ 
committees. Reductions in the metal, 
agricultural and sundries schedules, 
increases In the cotton and pottery 
schedules and an fehlarg*(iifent of the 
free list were presented. 

Some problems to be left to the ma¬ 
jority membership to frame Include In¬ 
come tax provisions affecting certain 
classes of bonds and other features, 
administrative provisions affecting 
foreign government, the proposal to 
give the secretary of the treasury 
power to proclaim valuation of Im¬ 
ports, a proposal to change ad va¬ 
lorem rates.

French airman, 
make a remarkable flight this morn¬ 
ing from Villa Coublay to the Johan- 
nlsthat aerodrome, doing the distance 
of 674 miles in seven hours and four 
minutes, at approximately a mile In 
27 4-5 seconds. 

Paris, June 10.—Two French avia¬ 
tors started this morning in the com¬ 
petition for the semi-annual Pommerly 
cup. Des Moulinals ascended at dawn 
from Villa Coublay and flew towards 
Warsaw, Russian Poland. Ernest 
Francois Guillaux left Blarrits, on the 
Spanish frontier, flying north. 

ACTRESS AND MILITANT 
CHARGED WITH ARSON 

London, June ID.—Two women were 
arraigned to-day at Richmond police 
court on suspicion of having set fire to 
the stands on the Hurst Park race- 
coarse last week, causing damage to 
the extent of 97D.DOD. 

They gave their names as Kitty 
Marlon, an actress, and Clara Elisa¬ 
beth Given, a well known militant suf-

Vancouver, June 10.—Issues that are 
far-reaching In their effect upon land 
titles aa the recent Privy Council de¬ 
cision in the matter or upsetting tax 
sales, are before the court of appeals, 
now sitting at Victoria. The case in 
which the Issues are raised Is one in 
which the recent Privy Council decision 
of Kilmer vs. B. C. Orchards Is being 
invoked, in an effort to make the de¬ 
cision apply to land purchase agree¬ 
ments in the province which have a 
thirty-day cancellation clause. 

The effect will be far-reaching be¬ 
cause nearly all the land purchase 
agreements in the province oont&ln 
clauses to the effect that time is the 
essence of the agreement, and that In 
default of the payments being prompt¬ 
ly met the vendor can regain possession 
of the property after giving thirty days' 

, notice of cancellation. 

“The effect will be even greater than 
you foreshadow,” remarked a well- 
known legal authority to a representa¬ 
tive of the press. “My own opinion Is 
that If the court of appeal holds the 
Kilmer Judgment to apply to all land 
purchase agreements, then it will re¬ 
sult tn an avalanche of litigation, af¬ 
fecting the security of land titles. \t 
cancellation under a thirty-day notice 
to not degal. It will be tn order for Hti- 
gaht* to bring suit to regain posses¬ 
sion of properties taken from them tn 
years past under the thirty-days’ can¬ 
cellation clause. lime will no longer 
be the essence of a contract to pur¬ 
chase land, no matter what the agree¬ 
ment may say.” 

The present appeal is brought by HT. 
R. Bray on behalf of T. J. Donohue, 
Eugene Pelletier and John W. Dep- 
piesse. against a decision of Judge 
Grant ordering that a lot in North 
Vancouver be forfeited to Chuni Lall 
Verma, a laborer who had agreed to 
sell to Donohue In March, 1912, foe 
$750. The second payment due on 
September 4, 1912, was not met and 
the usual thirty-day notice was sent 
on October <, 1912. As this was not 
met, cancellation was completed on 
November 19, 1912. 

An action for the recovery of the 
land was begun before the Kilmer vs. 
B. C. Orchards decision was handed 
down by the Privy Council, and his 
honor reserved judgment until the de¬ 
cision was received. In giving Judg¬ 
ment he Intimated that in his opinion 
the Kilmer case was very different as 
to the facts, and therefore that the 
decision In that case did not apply. Hla 
honor, therefore, ruled that the can¬ 
cellation was good. 

The judges of the supreme court have 
since adopted the Kilmer judgment aa 
a guide in refusing cancellation on 
I short notice and Mr. Bray, on behalf of 
his clients entered an appeal against 
Judge Grant’s decision, 

A. B. Fillmore, who successfully ar¬ 
gued the case for the plaintiff before 
Judge Grant, argued on behalf of the 
respondent before the present sittings 
of the court of appeal at Victoria. He 
argued that in the Kilmer case Mr. 
Kilmer had entered on possession of 
the land, had Improved it with a drain¬ 
age system, had survewed It, and re¬ 
ceived an extension of time to make 
payment. Above all, In the Kilmer case 
no mention was made about a thirty- 
day notice, the agreement merely 
stating “If the payments are not met 
punctually.* * 

Mr. Fillmore pointed out that If the 
Kilmer Judgment was adopted as be¬ 
ing applicable to all land agreement 
cases, then time could never be the 
essence of any contract. Mr. Bray ar¬ 
gued the case for the appellant. 

In reserving the decision of the 
court. Chief Justice Macdonald Inti¬ 
mated that the situation was a very 
crucial one. “If the words used by the 
Privy Council In deciding the Kilmer 
case are open to such an Interpreta¬ 
tion, then all the conveyancing In Can¬ 
ada In the last sixty years has been 
based on bad law,” he said.

CANAL TO TAKE ALL 
THAT FLOATS IN 1915 

Col. Goethals Expects Slides 
* Until High Banks Graded to 
Overcome Gravity 

New York. June 10.—“By January 1. 
lil£, anything that floats .can pas# 
through the- Panama canal between the 
Atlantic and Pacific ocean*.” declared 
Col. George Goethals, chief engineer of 
the canal sone. who arrived here last 
night on the steamer Pas tores from 
Colon. . 

”1 shall send a vessel through the 
canal Just as soon as we get water In¬ 
to it,” continued the chief engineer. “I 
promised that the Fram, used by Cap¬ 
tain Amundsen in discovering the 
South Pole, should go first, but the Ini¬ 
tial passage probably will be made by 
a smaller craf*..” 

Of the frequent land slides reported 
along the canal. .Col. Goethals said 
such slips are to be expected until the 
high banks become fixed to a grade 
sufficient to overcome gravity.

For the present. *t any rate, those I 
who desire an acceleration of the pass¬ 
age between the Mother Country and 
the Dominion will have to be content, 
with the service under the recent mall 
contract entered Into with' the Allan. 
Canadian Pacific.. Canadian Northern l 
and Oceanic Steam Navigation com¬ 
panies. This provides for three sail¬ 
ings weekly each way during the sum¬ 
mer Season and two In winter, but the 
fastest vessel will not exceed 17 knots. 
This agreement Ik only for two years, 
however, and has been arrived at par¬ 
ticularly with reference to the trans¬ 
port of postal Matter.

IN SOUTH AUSTRALIA \ 


.Purity of Between 1,800,000 
1 and 2,000,000 Radio Activ¬ 
ity Produced From Ore 


Adelaide. 8. Aus., June 10.—In view 
of the cost and increasing use of ra¬ 
dium. information as to radium mining « 
in South Australia, contained In a re¬ 
view of mining operations In the state 
during the latter half of 1912, com¬ 
plied by the chief registrar of the de¬ 
partment of mines. Is of more than 
ordinary Interest. 

“At. the Radium Hill mine, near 
Olary, 257 miles north of Adelaide,” 
states the chief registrar, “a con si d- 1 
erable quantity of ore ha# been raised. ( 
This is concentrated at the magnetic 
separator, plant in the mine, and ship¬ 
ments of the concentrate forwarded ! 
regularly to the company's^ works at 
Woolwich, on the Paramatta river, 
near Sydney. These works, which can 
now treat about ten tons per week. . 
have, it Is stated, cost over flfi.000. 

“The directors report that ‘pure ra¬ 
dium bromide has been produced. Al¬ 
though only 214 milligrams were fully 
prepared, it proves that radium bro¬ 
mide of a purity of between 1.600,000 
and 2,000,000 radio-activity can be pro- ! 
cured from the company’s ore, and ! 
there are, approximately. 850 miUi- . 
grams of radium In the laboratory in 
various stages of purity, which will 
receive Us final preparation and be 
available for sale automatically week 
by week henceforth. One hundred 
and twenty tons of concentrates haVe . 
been smelted, of which 96 tons have ; 
been treated for about 860 milligrams 
of radium, whioh Is equivalent to an 
extraction of 82.8 milligrams per ton * 
of concentrates.’ The company also 
proposes to utilise the various by¬ 
products contained in the ore. 

“The South Australian Radium Pro¬ 
prietary bolds leases adjoining and to 
the northeast of the Radium Hill Com¬ 
pany's property. Four shafts have 
been sunk, and a considerable amount 
of development work has been done. 
The Rare Metals Proprietary, working ; 
ory claims about three miles northeast 
of the Radium >H1U mine, has done a 
considerable amount of prospecting 
work, and raised about seven tons of 
lode material, analyses from which are 
satisfactory. 

"At the property of the Radium Ex¬ 
traction Company of South Australia, 
Mt Painter, no work was done during 
the period under review. The direc¬ 
tors* report states that some good ore 
was picked out and despatched before 
work ceased, and one shipment of 
about 2U tons reaP’~Y% very satisfac¬

TECHNICAL EDUCATION. | 

The report of the Royal Commission 
on technical education, which was pre¬ 
sented to Parliament a few days ago, 
should be the last word. In Canada at 
least, on this Important subject It 
deals with a vital requirement In oar 
educational system, and If we are to 
hold our own in the race of nations 
steps should be taken at once to carry 
out the recommendations embodied 
In the report 

The commission was appointed by 
the late Government two years ago on 
the Initiative of labor organisations 
of Canada, which took the form of a 
resolution moved in Parliament by 
Hugh Guthrie, M. P., subsequently 
acted upon by the then Minister of 
Labor, Hon. W. L Mackenzie King. 
The chairman of the commission was 
Dr. J. W. Robertson, perhaps Canada’s | 
foremost educationist, and labor was ! 
represented on the board by Jas. 
Simpson, of Toronto. 

The commission conducted an ex¬ 
haustive Inquiry Into the subject, 
visiting every country where technical 
training forms part of the educa¬ 
tional system. The commissioners 
were particularly Impressed with the | 
great importance attached to technical 
instruction in Germany, whose won¬ 
derful Industrial progress and com¬ 
mercial expansion of the last few years 
are very largely due to the methods 
employed along this line in the train¬ 
ing of her youth. German education¬ 
ists have been quick to appreciate the 
advantages of conserving the mental 
energy of the younger generation by 
instilling in them knowledge that win 
he of practical benefit. Instead of en¬ 
cumbering them with a promiscuous 
educational equipment, which to a con¬ 
siderable extent is utterly useless for 
their advancement" 

There Is no doubt that Canada’s 
system requires overhauling, and the 
time is ripe for the adoption of some 
of the German methods of technical 
specialization. In the words of the re¬ 
port “the experience of the schools 
should tend more directly towards the 
inculcation and conservation of a love 
•f productive, Instructive and conserv¬ 
ing labor.” With this purpose In view 
the commission recommend a federal 
grant of $3,000,000 annually for ten 
years, to be apportioned among the 
provinces on the basis of population 
and applied to higher education and 
industrial training, and a grant of 
$300,000 per annum for ten years, simi¬ 
larly apportioned, to be applied to ele¬ 
mentary schools teaching manual 
training, household science, etc. This 
advice should be promptly acted upon. 
It deals with a subject more important 


by far than ninety per cent, of those 
upon which the Government expects to 
spend a quarter of a billion dollars this 
year. t' 

THE JAPANESE BIDE. 

The Anglo-Saxon nations on the Pa¬ 
cific regard the Yellow Peril as their 
serious and particular menace. Their 
opposition to unrestricted Immigration 
from the Orient is based principally on 
economic grounds, although unques¬ 
tionably national and social consid¬ 
erations enter into the situation. This 
attitude, they contend, is prompted by 
the insinct of self-preservation, which 
is the first law of nature, and they 
realise, no doubt, that Its natural re¬ 
sult in the long run #111 be the de¬ 
velopment of a pan-Asiatic movement 
for the advancement and protection of 
Asian interests. 

Ryu taro Nagal, Professor of Political 
Science at Wasedo University, sn im¬ 
perial Institution founded by Count 
Okuma, former prime minister of Ja¬ 
pan. deals with the Japanese side of 
the question In an article which re¬ 
cently appear in the Japan Magaslne. 
He takes the ground that there is a 
"White Peril," and that the defiance 
of justice on the pert of the Anglo- 
Saxon nations In not recognising yel¬ 
low men must In the end provoke trou¬ 
ble. He slates the peace propaganda 
of the white people, who at the same 
time are unwilling to render Justice, 
as the veriest hypocrisy, and declares 
that the Japanese people will not abide 
the suggestion of their Inferiority. He 
reviews the history of the European 
and American nations, recites the ag¬ 
gressive wars in which they have been 
engaged, and contends that in the face 
of the record, in comparison with the 
white races, "there is no indication of 
any peril of yellow aggression at 
least." 

As showing the Professor’s attitude, 
the following extracts from his article 
are of interest: 

“At the present time Australia Is 
endeavoring to Induce Immigrants *© 
•Mile In that country. A*ont« of tho 
Commonwealth advertise endleaa aeree 
of fertile land only awaiting people to 
occupy them. Even the peonage money 
of prospective aetUere la being ad¬ 
vanced or paid by the Government. 
Tho Immigrant! are promised every 
assistance In settling down, even to 
the loan of the necessary funds Their 
children will be educated free In the 
national schools. Then the notice is 
conspicuously given that only white ^ 
people will be admitted. Such notices 
appear even In the public press. ( 

••Practically the same attitude pre¬ 
vails In British South Afrlcn, Canada 
and the United Staten. Asiatics can 
enter only with the greatest Incon¬ 
veniences In British Columbia It Is 
openly stated that no Chinese or Japa- 
neee should be employed. TO enter 
that country Chinese have to pay 8500 
each to the Government. 

“Now from the point of view of the 
yellow race# all this seems moat arro¬ 
gant and unfair. To aalse the greater 
part of the earth and refuse to share 
It with the races who are hardly 
pressed for territorial apace at hems, 
even when the privilege la highly paid 
for by hard labor. Is so manifestly un¬ 
just that It cannot continue, 

"In Australia. Booth Africa. Canada 
and the United States there are vast 
tracts of unoccupied territory awalt- 
Ing settlement, and although 
una of the ruling powers refuse to 
take up the land, no yellow peopl e are 
permitted to enter. In Cm* ***** 
the unoccupied territory la •»** *° W 
sufficient to supply “‘A** 

world with wheat. Thus tha white 
races seem ready to commit to the 
lavage beasts and birds what they 
refuse to Intrust ta their brothers of 
the yellow racox. 

"Even a yellow fisherman gleaning 
the sea along some solitary Mland 
coast Is watched and apprehended for 
encroaching on the white Pf**"^**; 
Surely the arrogance and avarice of 
the nobility In appropriating to them- 
selves the moot and the best of jh® 
land in certain countries la as “« 

compared with the 
white races toward those of dlfferen 
hue. . . # - 

••Viewing the matter seriously, for 
It la a very serious matter Indeed. It 
ought to toe sold that every defiance 
of justice must in the long run Provoke 
revolt. Just as In the labor world. If 
thecapttalist Is unfair In hi. division 
of profits and the laborer, are ground 
down they will not forever submit, 
eo In the International world, unless 
Justice obtains between race and race, 
there will be trouble." _ 

WHAT 18 A PRIZE FIGHT? 

What Is a prise fight? The question 
has been more or less freely discussed 
In the eastern pres* since the fatal 
termination of the Pelkey-McCarty 
meeting at Calgary. The laws of the 
different countries which deal with 
the subject at all present various 
definitions. In the United States It Is 
a common practice to consider as a 
prise fight any contest that goes be¬ 
yond a specified number of rounds, the 
object being to prevent a knock-out, 
but the chief definition by which It Is 
commonly attempted to stop prise 
fighting makes the principals guilty 
only If the contest Is held for a stake 
or a side bet. The main sections of 
the Canadian criminal code on the sub¬ 
ject are: 

"A prise fight means an ancounter 
with first} or hands between two per¬ 
sons who have met for such a pur¬ 
pose by a previous arrangement made 
by or foi* them. 

"Every one Is guilty of an offence, 
sod liable on oonvtction to Imprison¬ 
ment for a term, not esceeldlng twelve 
months, and not less than three 
months, with or without"- hard labor.

A Plan of Service. 

Like most young men In politics, I 
went through various oscillations of 
feeling before I “found my seif.” At 

one period I became eo impressed with 
the virtue of complete Independence 
that I proceeded to act on each case 
purely as I personally viewed it, with¬ 
out paying any heed to the principle-* 
and prejudices of others. The result 
was that I speedily, and deservedly, 
iost wit power of accomplishing any¬ 
thing ht *£11; and’ I thereby learned the 
Invaluable lesson that in the practioal 
activities of life no man can render 
the highest service unless he can act 
In combination with hi* fellows, which 
means a certain amount of give-and-^ 
take between him and them. Agaig t I 
‘at one period began to.believe’that 
had a future before me, and that 1^ 
behooved m* to be vafy, far-sighted, 
and scan each action carefully- with a’ 
view t6 Ha possible effect on thsft fu¬ 
ture. This speedily made me useless to 
the public and an object of aversion to 
myself; and I then made up my mind 
that I wcwld try not to think of the 
bitur4 at ali. but would proceed on 
the assumption that each office I held 
would be the last I ever should hold, 
and that I would confine my»«lf to 
trying to do my work as well as pos¬ 
sible while I held that officer I found 
that To* me personally this was the 


Getting Results. 

As regards political advancement the 
bosses could of course do a good deaL 
At that time the warring Stalwart and 
Half-Breed factions of the Republican 
party were supporting respectively 
President Arthur and Senator Miller. 
Neither side cared for me. The first 
year In the legislature I rose to a po¬ 
sition of leadership, so that In the 
second year, when the Republicans 
were in a minority. I received the min¬ 
ority nomination for Speaker, although 
I was still the youngest roan In the 
^louse. being 24 years old. The third 
year the Republicans carried the leg¬ 
islature. and the bosses at once took 
a hand in the Speakership contest. I 
made a qtout fight for the nomination, 
but the bosses of the two factions, the 
Stalwarts and the Half-Breeds, com¬ 
bined and I sra* beaten. I was much 
chagrined for the moment. But the 
fact that I had fought hard and effici¬ 
ently. even though defeated, and that 
I had made the fight single-handed, 
with no machine back of me. assured 
my standing as floor leader. My defeat 
in the end materially strengthened my 
position, and enabled me to accomplish 
far more than I could have accomplish¬ 
ed as Speaker. As so often. I found 
that the titular position was of no 
consequence: what counted wan the 
combination of the opportunity with 


the ability to accomplish results. The 
achievement was the all-important 
thing; the position, whether tltularly 
high or low. was of consequence only 
in so far as It widened the chance for 
achievement After the session closed 
four of us who looked at politics from 
the same standpoint and were known 
as Independent of Anti-Machine Re¬ 
publicans were sent by the state con¬ 
vention as delegates-at-large to the 
Republican National convention of 
1884. where I advocated, as vigorously 
as I knew how. the nomination of Sen¬ 
ator George F. Edmunds. Mr. Edmunds 
was defeated and Mr. Blaine nomin¬ 
ated. Mr. Blaine was clearly the 
choice of the rank and file of the party; 
his nomination was won in fair and 
aboveboard fashion, because the rank 
and file of the party stood back of 
him; and I supported him to the best 
of my ability in the ensuing campaign. 

Parlor Reformers. 

The Speaker contest enlightened me 
as regards more things than the atti¬ 
tude of the bosses. I had already had 
some exasperating experiences with 
the “silk stock” reformer type, a* 
Abraham Lincoln called it. the gentle¬ 
men who were very nice, very refined, 
who shook their heads over political 
corruption and discussed It In draw¬ 
ing-rooms and parlorA but who were 
wholly unable to grapple with real men 
In real life. These parlor reformers 
made up for Inefficiency in action by 
seal In criticising; and they delighted 
In criticising the men who really were 
doing the things which they said ougfit 
to be done, but which they Ikcked the 
sinewy power to do. They often upheld 
Ideal r which were not merely impos¬ 
sible but highly undesirable, and there¬ 
by played Into the hands of the very 
politicians to whom they professed to 
be most hostile. Moreover, if they be¬ 
lieved that their own interests, Indi¬ 
vidually or as a etass. were jeoparded, 
they were apt to show no higher stan¬ 
dards than did the men they usually 
denounced. 

One of their shibboleths was that the 
office should seek the man and not the 
man the office. This Is entirely true 
of certain offices at certain times. It is 
entirely untrue when the circumstances 
are different. It would have been un¬ 
necessary and undesirable for Wash¬ 


ington to have sought the presidency. 
But if Abraham Lincoln had not 
sought the presidency he never would 
have been nominated. The objection 
In such a case as this lies not to seek¬ 
ing the office, but to seeking It In any 1 
but an honorable and proper manner. 
The effect of the shibboleth In quea-l 
tion is usually merely to put a pre¬ 
mium on hypocrisy, and therefore to 
favor the creature who Is willing to 
rise by hypocrisy. When I ran for 
Speaker, the whole body of machine 
politicians was against me, and my 
only chance lay in arousing the people 
In the different districts. To do this! 
I had to visit the districts, put the 
case fairly before the men whom I saw. 
and make them understand that I was 
really making a fight and would stay 
In the fight to the end. Tet there were 
reformers who shook their heads and 
deplored my "activity” In the canvass. 
Of course the one thing which corrupt 
machine politicians most desire is to 
have decent men frown on the activ¬ 
ity; that is, on the efficiency, of the 
honest men who genuinely wishes to 
reform politics. 

If efficiency le left solely to bad men. 
p.nd If virtue is confined solely to in¬ 
efficient men, the result cannot be 
happy. When I entered politics there 
were, as there always had been—and 
aa there always will be—any number 
of bad men in politic* who were thor¬ 
oughly efficient, and any number of 
good men who would like to have done 
lofty things in politics but who were 
thoroughly inefficient If I wished to 
accomplish anything for the country, 
my business was to combine decency 
and efficiency; to be a thoroughly prac¬ 
tical man of high Ideals who did his 
best to reduce those ideals to actual 
practice. This was my ideal, and to 
the best of my ability I strove to live 
up to It » 

The Lighter Side of Politics. 

To a young man, life In the New 
York legislature was always interest¬ 
ing and often entertaining. There was 
always a struggle of some kind on 
hand. Sometimes it was on a naked 
question of right and wrong. Some¬ 
times it was on a question of real<^t* 
stfuptlve statesmanship.^ 
there were all kinds of humorous I 


cldents, the humor being usually of 
the unconscious kind. In one session 
of the legislature the New York Citj 
Democratic representatives were split 
into two camps, and there were two 
rivals for leadership. One of these 
was a thoroughly good-hearted, happy- 
go-lucky person who was afterwards 
for several years in congress. He had 
been a local magistrate and was called 
Judge. Generally he and I were friend¬ 
ly. but occasionally I did something 
that irritated him. He was always 
willing to vote for any other member’s 
bill himself, and he regarded it as 
narrow-minded for any one to oppose 
one of his bills, especially if the op¬ 
position was upon the ground that it 
was unconstitutional—for his views of 
the Constitution were so excessively 
liberal as to make even me feel as if 
I belonged to the straltest sect of 
strict, constructionists. On one occas¬ 
ion he had a bill to appropriate money, 
with obvious impropriety, for the re¬ 
lief of some miscreant wham he styled 
“one of the honest yeomanry of the 
state.” When I explained to him that 
It was clearly unconstitutional, he 
answered. “Me friend, the Constitution 
don’t touch little things like that," 
and then added, with an ingratiating 
smile, "Anyhow, I’d never allow the 
Constitution to come between friends ’’ 
At the time I was looking over the 
proofs of Mr. Bryce’s “American Com¬ 
monwealth.” and I told him the Inci¬ 
dent. He put It Into the -first edition 
of the “Commonwealth;” whether it 
Is in the last edition or not I cannot 
say. 

On another occasion the same gentle¬ 
man came to ha Issue with me in a 
debate, and wound up his speech by 
explaining that I occupied what ” law¬ 
yers would call a quasi position on' the 
bill.” His rival was a man of 
different type* a man of great 
dignity, also born In Ireland, 
served with gallantry In the Civil War.

accountably, It went to pieces, and 
McAleer quit In disgust. His next 
managerial berth Was with Washing¬ 
ton. long the Joke of tbe league, al¬ 
though managed by such good men as 
r Jahe Stahl and Joe CantIUon. Dur¬ 
ing the two years that McAleer was 
pilot of the Senators they accomplish¬ 
ed nothing wonderful, although they 
maaaged to ascape from the cellar they 
had occupied for several centuries, 
more or lea*. At the close of the till j 
reason McAleer left the Senator* to| 
become the mandarin of the Red Sox.

McAleer minted 
a serpent to hi* breast, and It has 
turned and stung him.

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GUAYMAS CUT OFF 
FROM TRANSPORTATION 


Merchant Had to Come to Vic¬ 
toria En Route From Mex¬ 
ico to Los Angeles 


' Victoria assumed a new -role In the j 
transportation world yesterday when 
ahe was established as a way station 
or port ot call on the mostirtlrecC route 
between Quaymas. Mexico, -ahd Los 
Angeles. California. W. J. Phillips, a 
wholesale druggist of Guaytnas. who 
registered at the Dominion hotel yes¬ 
terday with his wife and boy. was the 
party responsible for this. Owing to 
the revolution shipping from the port 
of Ouaymas is cut off. and It was by 
the merest accident that Mr. Phillips 
was able to persuade the captain of 
the Norwegian tramp steamer Ami to 
take him aboard when that steamer 
called en route from New York to 
Vancouver. Victoria and the Puget 
Bound porta. 

Ouaymas is the only place In the 
state of Sonora In possession of the 
Federal party in the civil war, ac¬ 
cording to Mr. Phillips. General Ojedo. 
one of the most successful officers of 
the Federal troops. Is there In charge 
of 4.000 men. while an army of t.000 
rebels is encamped 15 miles from the 
city. The rebels have little artillery, 
hence a bombardment of the city Is 
impossible, but ten days ago when Mr. 
Phillips left Ouaymas a battle was 
dally expected. A few days before 
.when the two armies met there was 
constant fighting for three days with 
little advantage to either side. The 
Federals were finally compelled to re¬ 
treat for lack of water, and since then 
the rebels have come ten miles nearer 
the town. Over 400 men were killed in 
this encounter. 

( The Solution of the trouble on the 
west coast, according to Mr. Phillips, 
Is the fulfilment of the promise of the 
central government to send reinforce¬ 
ments to Ouaymas to bring the Fed¬ 
erals up to the numerical strength of 
the rebels. The forces under General 
Ojeda are better officered and have | 
superior artillery, but are outnumbered 


at present. These reinforcements werr 
constantly expeoti^i from the south 
when Mr. Phillips sailed. 

In the town of Ouaymas several con¬ 
ditions have been responsible for its 
being one of the moat orderly cities 
during the revolution. Foreigners have 
been respected by both sides, the olty 
Is well policed and there have been no : 
street riots or other evidences of fac¬ 
tion feeling. Thb people of Sonora 
have taken It as a matter of course 
that the Huerta government Is In law¬ 
ful possession, Mr. Phillips says, and 
have taken no active part In the revo- i 
lutlon. There are about HO white 
foreigners, Americans and Britishers, 
Just outside Ouaymas at a railway] 
Junction, but only about ten In the 
city. The presence of the American 
battleship California has caused the 
Americans great satisfaction, and the 
fact that the admiral of the Pacific 
fleet is in charge is sufficient In his 
opinion to prevent any attempt to 
bombard thf town. If such a bom¬ 
bardment chould occur, however, Mr. 
Phillips is of the opinion that the 
American troops would not land. 

One of the mysteries of the revolu¬ 
tion to Mr. Phillips Is the source from 
which the rebels derlye their ammuni¬ 
tion and arms. Some of the arms, of 
course, come from the regiments that 
sided with the rebels, but the whole 
rebel army Is well armed and well sup¬ 
plied with ammunition In spite of the 
fact that the American border Is care¬ 
fully patrolled by troops. Gunrunning 
is being conducted with great success 
sonqe place tn his opinion. 

One effect of the revolution on busi¬ 
ness Is disastrous, says Mr. Phillips. 
The regular means of communlbatlon 
with the north has been the Southern 
Pacific Railway line dpwn the west 
coast, but this has been blown up all 
along the line by the rebels, and has 
been out of commission since Alarch 4. 
Ouaymas is not a place on any regu¬ 
lar steamship Une. and R was this very 
difficulty that compelled .Mr. Phillips 
to come to Victoria on a freight ship. 
All the big copper mines, one of them 
employing 7.000 men. are closed up for 
want of fuel and other supplies which 
cannot be got In. 

Guaymas Is the distributing point 
for the north portion of the west coast, 
but not a tap of business has been 
done since March 4 on account of the 
lack of transportation. The sugar 
plantations are not being Interfered 
with, but the stores of sugar cannot be 
shipped out. The same applies to 
oranges and other fruits grown there. 
How this Is affecting the northern 


markets Mr. Phillips doss not know, 
but the shipments from Mexico are so 
large that he would not be surprised 
to know that prices were affected for 
some of these commodities.

CriticIxm of the tender, for bttu- 
llthlc paving came from Captain 
Walker, of Strawberry Vale, and 
others. on tlie ground thet to limit the 
tender to a defined class of paving was 
restricting competition. While the 
speakers did not complain of the qual¬ 
ity of bithultthtc paving, they felt that 
open competition afforded a check on ( 
the cost. 

For Warren Brothers, the owners of 
th* bUullthlc patents. E. R. Vigor, one 
of the local representatives of the 
company, stated that there were no 
royalties paid, and that any contractor 
cotrtd bid on the tender provided that 
he bought the surfacing material of the 
company and had the superintendents 
of the company supervising its laying. 
They stood behind the contract, and 
undertook the guarantee of the paving 
lasting the specified term of years. The 
arrangement was simply that con¬ 
tractors bought s patented article. Juat 
as a contractor might require certain 
patented materials In bonding a house, 
the price of which he had to pay the 
owners of that patent. He could as¬ 
sure the ratepayers that when the 
tenders were opened there would be a 
number of competitors for the busi¬ 
ness. Mr. Vigor was accorded an at¬ 
tentive hearing In addressing what was 
undoubtedly a critical audience. 

Councillor McGregor stated that the 
majority of the council had decided on 
limiting bids to one class of paving 
after determining in committee on open 
competition, and he still felt that they 
would have been wiser not to have 
placed the word "bltullthic" in the ad¬ 
vertisement. 

A committee consisting of President 
Rogers, Secretary O'Connell and Capt. 
Walker was appointed to attend the 
meeting of the municipal council thla 
evening and explain the opinion of the 
Ratepayers' Association to the coun¬ 
cillors. 

Schopl Accommodation. 

Other matters discussed were those 
of the schools at MoKensle avenue 
and Strawberry Vale and the condi¬ 
tion of ths Burnside road. The school 
board has promised to add rooms at 
McKensie avenue school, where the 
building is much overcrowded. It was 
reported with regard to the Strawberry 
Vale school that nothing had been done 
en account of lack of funds, the exten¬ 
sive programme of the S&anloh school 
board having required the money else¬ 
where. 

The juvenile population requiring in¬ 
struction is growing in that locality, 
and whlls the association has already 
drawn the attention of the department 
of education to the matter.- it haa not 
yet been possible to do anything to¬ 
wards meeting the emergency. **>- : I

mer till a new bulldtng Is constructed. 
The meeting however, resolved to 
continue the agitation till redress has 
been secured. 

The long delays over placing the 
Burnside road in condition, following 
the laying of the track of the British 
Columbia Electric railway, led to a 
considerable amount of complaint. The 
association waa told again of the com¬ 
pany's statutory powers to disturb 
streets within a radius of Victoria and 
of the renewed efforts of the municipal 
council to press the company to place 
the road in decent shape for traffic. 

Councillor Borden said that the com¬ 
pany was under agreement to give a 
new road wherever the old one had 
been taken and to grade It up or, cut 
down hills to the level of the track, no 
that travelled highway and car line 
should be on the same level. Frequent 
pressure had been met by the com¬ 
pany's officials In explanations why the 
delay continued. The council could not 
secure redress.

it TO DAY IN CANADIAN 
HISTORY 


In the year after Lord Selkirk s re¬ 
turn from Canada, ami before that in 
which be died, one of his friends, T ndy 
Katherine Hslkett, in distress w'th re¬ 
gard to the misrepresentations <>I I bat. 
philanthropic nooi? can’s enen'es. ap¬ 
pealed to bis old college friend, Sir 
Walter Seott, to plaovtne matter fair¬ 
ly before the world; But "the fc"eat 
magician,” who had been suffering 
from a severe and m^st painful illness. 
was obliged to decino the l.isk, i.nd 
on June 10, 1819 (the very day, by the 
way, on which his "Bride of Lomrner- 
moor” ami the "Legend of Montrose” 
were published) he thus wrote to Lady 
Katherine: "The bad news which your 
favor conveyed with respect to my 
dear and esteemed friends. Lord and 
Lady Selkirk, did not greatly tend to 
raise my spirits, lowered as they were 
by extreme exhaustion.” Hf felt un¬ 
able then "to undertake a thing of 
such consequence to Lord Selkirk as a 
publication of his case,” though he ap¬ 
preciated warmly the earl's- "ardent 
wish to do good,” and the "sound 
policy” of his colonising scheme; add¬ 
ing "I never knew in my life a man q! 
more generous and disinterested dis¬ 
position. or one whose talents and 
perseverance were better qualified to 
bring great and national schemes to a 
conclusion.”

Montreal has been the scene of many 
riots due to religious differences, one 
of which occurred €0 years ago to-day, 
June 10. 1858, following an anti-papal 
lecture by Alossundro Gavaxsl. an 
Italian ex-priest. A number of people 
were killed and Injured before the au¬ 
thorities succeeded in restoring order. 
Gaxaxxi’a attacks on the Church of 
Rome were bitterly resented by the 
French Canadians, and on several oc¬ 
casions in his tour of Canada he 
narrowly escaped being mobbed. 
Gavazsi was a native of Bologna. and 
became a monk of the Barnabite order 
at the age of 19. He became known as 
the Peter the Hermit of the Italian 
national crusade, and Pope Pius IX. 
sanctioned his political crusade. On 
the fall of the short-lived Roman re¬ 
public, Gavasxi escaped to England. 
He renounced the Roman Catholic 
church, and was thereafter Its bitter 
opponent and critic. His tour of the 
United 8 tates and Canada in 1853 was 
not very successful, and. while he had 
many supporters among the Protes¬ 
tants. he was denounced by the Catho¬ 
lics as a renegade and as an "un¬ 
frocked priest.” He died In Romo In 
1889. 

Other religious clashes in Montreal 
have included the Oulbord riots of 1 * 73 , 
and a number of Orange riots, notable 
that of 1877.

SCRAP BOOK. 

Jews to Celebrate the Festival of 
Penticost- 


Jewtsh people of this and other ci¬ 
ties are preparing for the’ celebration 
of the feast of Pentecost, which begins 
at sunset to-morrow, and. among orth¬ 
odox Jews, continues two days. The 
word ' Pentecost” signifies the fiftieth, 
and the name was applied to the feast 
because It cornea fifty days after the 
feast of the Paaaover. The commoner 
Old Testament name of the festival, 
however is the "Feast of Weeks,” be¬ 
cause It fell seven weeks after the off¬ 
ering of the first -heaf of the harvest 
at the Feast of Unleavened Bread, 
The Day cf First Fruits Is another 
name given to the observance, because 
originally leavened bread was pre¬ 
sented at the sanctuary as the first 
fruits of the new cereal store. In ac¬ 
cordance with a later tendency to sub¬ 
stitute historical for economic ex¬ 
planations of the great feasts, Pente¬ 
cost came to be regarded as the feast 
commemorative cf the Sinaltic legisla¬ 
tion of Moses. Thus "Shvuoth”—to 
give the festival Its Hebr. w name—has 
a triple significance. Most reform 
churches confirm their children on this 
day. and there are many other 1 - ter- 
estlng observances connected with the 
festival. 

Like all other Jewish feasts, Shvuoth 
has Its special foods consecrated to 
that day. "Bllnsos” are as closely as¬ 
sociated with Pentecost as “matsos” 
with the Passover and "homentashen’' 
with Purim. "Bllnzos*’ are a variety of 
pancakes, With a mixture of spices, 
cheese and raisins in the centre. 

In Deuteronomy Pentecost, like the 
other two great annual Jewish feasts, 
is a pilgrimage feast, but, unlike the 
others, it lasted but one day. agreeably 
to its character as merely the solemn 
closing day of harvest time. Like the 
other great feasts. It came to be cele¬ 
brated by fixed special sacrifices. The 
amount of these was differently ex¬ 
pressed In the Earlier and later priest^ 
ly law. and the discrepancy was met 
by adding the two lists. The lateb 
Jews also extended’the o. e day of the 
feast to two, in accordance with the 
Talmudic law which states that be¬ 
cause of the discrepancies of the cal 1 
endsrs at that time , 1 all holidays were 
tq be kept two days. In order to insure 
one pf them being the right day. Orth¬ 
odox Jews still conform to this law, 
and it is only In reform synagogues 
that one da/ Is observed.

wanderer on the face of the earth, and 
who is chiefly famous as the author of 
"Home, Sweet Home," was born In 
New York 121 years ago to-day. At 
eighteen he became an actor, and just 
a century ago. In 1813, went to Eng¬ 
land, where he was billed at the Drury 
Lane theatre In London as the "Am¬ 
erican Roscius.” It was In this year, 
when Pdyne was afflicted with home¬ 
sickness for his native America, that 
he wrote "Home. Sweet Home,” and 
1913 is therefore the centenary of that 
most famous of songs in praise of 
home. "Home. Sweet Home,” did not 
attain any particular popularity until 
ten years later, when it was incorpor¬ 
ated in Payne's musical play. "Clari, 
the Maid of Milan.” The music was 
written by Sir Henry Bishop, although 
it is alleged by some that Payne, in his 
Italian wanderings, had heard the air 
sung by peasants, and that Sir Henry, 
after hearing Payne hum it, merely 
arranged the music. Payne died in 
1852 at Tunis, Africa, yrheri* he was 
united States consul. His remains 
were burled in the English cemetery, 
but thirty* years ago a subscription 
was raised by admirers of the song | 
and the bbdy was brought to America 
and Interred In Oak Hill cemetery, at 
Washington. •„ . 


THE HUMAN PROCESSION 


George Earle Buckle, one of the 
moat, distinguished of British Journal¬ 
ist*. will begin his sixtieth year to-day. 
For over a quarter of a century he was 
the editor* of the London Times, suc¬ 
ceeding Thomas Chenery as the chief 
of the Thunderer’s staff in 1884. Since 
his retirement from active Journalism 
Mr. Buckle ha* been travelling in varl-^ 
ous parts of the world. Lately he un¬ 
dertook the task of completing the- 
biography, of Lord Beaconsfleld, upon 
which Mr. Monypenny was engage^ 
at the time of his death. Much hither¬ 
to unpublished matter relating to Dis¬ 
raeli will be included In the volume. 

Mr. Buckle wa* born near Bath on 
June 10, 1854, and was the son of a 
clergyman. He graduated from Oxford 


with high honors, and was admitted as 
a barrister at Lincoln's Inn, but never 
practiced the legal profession. His 
long connection with the Times, Brit¬ 
ain's most famous Journalistic institu¬ 
tion, commenced In 1880 and continued 
for thirty years, a large part of that 
time as edttor-In-chief.

Mrs. Fawcett will cel¬ 
ebrate her sixty-sixth birthday to¬ 
morrow, and will be the recipient of 
congratulations from the thousands of 
members of the . National Union of 
Women's Suffrage Societies, of which 
she Is the president. Mrs. Fawcett is 
a severe critic of the militants, and 
declares that they should be permitted 
to starve themselves.. "Militancy has 
already worked Incalculable harm to 
the suffrage cause,” dectared Mrs, 
Fawcett recently. "Each particular 
act of violence further postpones the 
day of victory. We have done all in 
our power to end the mad crusade, but 
the participants seem utterly deaf to 
reason.” 

Mrs. Fawcett Is an author of excep¬ 
tional ability, her published works in¬ 
cluding "Some Eminent Women of Our 
Time,” "Life of Queen Victoria," "Life 
of sir William Molesworth,” "Five Fa¬ 
mous ^reHeh Wbmen,” and “Tales In 
Political Economy.” She holds an 
honorary degree of Doctor of Laws 
from 8 t. Andrew’s University.

verdict to-day of "Death by misad¬ 
venture.” The court room was crowd¬ 
ed with suffragettea Jockey Jones, 
who was riding Anmer, King George’s 
entry, has not yet recovered from his 
injuries and was unable to attend the 
hearing. 

The evidence given by Miss Davison’s 
brother and others showed there was 
nothing to Indicate that Miss Davison’s 
mind was unhinged. 

The coroner, addressing the Jury, said 
the evidence showed that the deceased 
had no Intentions of taking her own 
life, but only of disturbing the race. 
The Jury, he said, might also dismiss 
from their minds that she had singled 
out the King's horse.

PRIMATE COMES TO-MORROW. 

Archbishop of 9ydnsy is on Way to 
Australia Aftsr Canadian Visit. 

• _ 

Leaving on the Niagara to-morrow 
for Australia, the Most Rev. J. C. 
Wright, Archbishop of Sydney and 
Primate of Australia, Is expected to 
spend a few hours In the city to meet 
the leading dignities of the Diocese 
of Columbia before his homeward 
Journey Is commenced. In Vancouver 
he has been the guest of William Mur¬ 
ray. Shaughnessy Heights, after cross¬ 
ing the continent, during which he ad¬ 
dressed the Anglican Synod at Winni¬ 
peg. at the Invitation of the Arch¬ 
bishop of Rupertsland. 

In an Interview the bishop referred 
to the ties between Canada and Aus¬ 
tralia. He said "The strongest ties are 
those of affection and sentiment. They 
are of one blood; of one common kin¬ 
ship and origin. This means more for 
mutual interest than all other things 
combined. But we are being bound 
together also by commercial ties.” 

I am very much struck with what 
I have seen of Canads, and one of 
the things that impressed me Is the 
desirability of cementing the ties be¬ 
tween Canada and Australia. I think 
the closer the connection that we can 
establish, the stronger will he the 
bonds of sympathy and affection that 
will result and this Is bound to be of 
value, to us all. 

"In Australia we have compulsory 
military training for boys between 14 
and 18, and in my Judgment It has 
been a very important step. It com¬ 
prises a certain number of drills with 
a number of battalions, and a certain 
number of days ht camp every year. 
The boys can either be naval or mili¬ 
tary cadets. We have our own navy 
unit, which In time of war will be 
used and be part of the Imperial 
navy. 

"Our church system in Australia is 
very much as it Is In Canada, and 
our proportion of church membership 
Is 40 per cent, of the population. 
Church work is progressing satisfac¬ 
torily on all sides, and the outlook in 
Australia was never brighter.”

This Is 
done by lending men sufficient money 
to enable them to bring their children 
and wives here, and $he honorary sec¬ 
retary. Randplph Stuart, this morning 
received a letter from the Hon. J. H. 
Turner, agent-general for British Co¬ 
lumbia in London, stating that he will 
be delighted to co-operate with the 
association In its enterprise. R. W. 
Douglas Is chairman of the organiza¬ 
tion, Beaumont Boggs being trustee.

AMUNDSEN SPEEDS 
STEFANSSON ON WAV 


Norwegian Explorer's Scienti¬ 
fic Equipment Will Be Used 
by Canadian Leader 


Vllhaljmar Stefansaon, explorer, who 
Is now In Victoria making the last 
preparations for departure to the 
frozen north, has received a message 
of good will, congratulations and best 
wishes from his Illustrious compeer. 
Raould Amundsen, the discoverer of 
the South Pole. As in the case of 
Stefanaaon. the lure of the arctic zone 
is still strong In the mind of the great 
Norwegian explorer, and next year he 
also Intends to start once more on 
the path of adventurous exploration 
that lies through the frozen waters of 
the north. 

A kindly act by Amundsen has made 
the early outfitting of the scientific 
expedition a possibility. The Norwe¬ 
gian has allowed Stefansaon to take on 
his expedition the instruments pro¬ 
vided for his own expedition of 1914. 
These instruments will he of Incalcul¬ 
able beneflt-to the Canadian explorer* 
for they have been chosen by s man, 
whose experience of life and conditions 
In the polar regions of the earth la 
almost unrivalled. 

It Is stated that Stefansaon himself 
will not sail with lira Jvarluk. when sho 
leaves here for Nome In the next few 
days, but will travel by the ordinary 
mall steamer. from Seattle and will 
join Captain Bartlett at Nome. It is 
possible also that a number of the 
scientific staff will accompany him. 
Stores-aro to be laid In sufficient to 
last the vessel for two full years, and 
a large part of these consists of 
canned stuff, of which large quantities 
are being stored In the hold of the 
Ksrluk In the afterpart of the vessel 
much ammunition Is being assembled 
as the members expect to have great 
opportunities for shooting while the 
expedition la In progress, and In fact 
hope to obtain their fresh meat In 
this way.
